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Council Hears Leash 


Law Opposition 


ihe Elba City Council purchased 
two see trucks, ha'f the old city hall 
and heard complaints of the previously 
passed leash law. They also com- 
promised with James Weeks of Food 
Service in Opp over the charges for the 
firm's vending machines presently at 
Dorsey Trailers, Kleinert’s and at the 
local hospital. The Council routinely 
signed into law previously-approved 
increases in the garbage and sewage 
fees, and approved payment of monthly 
bills of $11,281. 


Bids on the two trucks were 
solicited, both with trade of city-owned 
1978 Fairmonts, and without trade. 
Cook Chevrolet and Ed Sherling Ford 
were the only firms to bid on the trucks, 
and the Council purchased one from 
each firm. A straight purchase of a 
truck for the Street Department was 
from Cook for the price of $6403.25, 
which was $24.75 above the Sherling 
price, but within the 3% allowed by law 
for puchasing at home. The Council 
voted not to trade the Fairmont with 
16,000 miles, as bids of $2003 and $2100 
by the dealers was considered too low 
by councilmen. The car will be offered 
for sale at a later date, and probably at 
public auction. 


The purchase of the pickup for the 
Recreation Department was made from 
Ed Sherling Ford for $4579 with trade-in 
of another 1978 Fairmont. This car was 
traded, as city officials considered the 
maintenance problems it had encount- 
ered and the 41,000 miles driven made 
the $1800 offer a good price from 
Sherling. 


Representatives of the local Masonic 
Lodge appeared before the Council and 
discussed the sale of their half of the 
two-story building that has served as 
City Hall and Masonic Lodge for a 
number of years. Mayor Bob English 
offered the group a give-or-take offer of 
$10,000 for the dea|, and pointed out the 
work needed on the building, including 
a major expense on the roof. The Lodge 
members (Billy Sanders was spokes- 
man) agreed with the condition of the 
building but stated they didn’t want the 
building, and offered instead to sell 
their half for $10,000 and an acre of land 
somewhere in the city for construction 
of a. new Lodge building. After some 
discussion, the Council unanimously 
passed a motion to accept the deal and 
gave English authority to meet with the 
Lodge and locate an acre of city-owned 
land suitable for the new building. The 
Masonic Lodge will remain in the 
upstairs of the building until their new 
building is finished, and will pay reft if 
the construction takes longer than one 
year from the date the deal is finalized. 


Six people appeared at the Council 
meeting to discuss the recently-passed 
dog leash law. Two of these spoke out 
against the law, one asked some 
qearions, and three ladies listened but 

idn’t speak out publicly. Dr. Phillip 
Hamm opened the discussion after 
Mayor English pointed out the proposed 
law had been given ample publicity 
prior to the passage. He noted it had 


been widely publicized in The Elba ~ 


Clipper and The Enterprise Ledger, on 
WELB and on WKMX. 


Hamm urged the Council to enforce 
the present rabies law before trying to 
pass additional laws. He said that if the 
present law were enforced, it would 
eliminate most of the problems. He 
said he felt all dog owners were being 
punished because a few dogs run out at 
folks who jog. He also questioned 
figures presented to the Council that 31 
people had been bitten. Hamm said he 
felt some of these were from rural 
areas. 


English said the response had been 
overwhelmingly in favor of the leash law 
from the citizens of Elba. Councilman 
Charles Kennett noted the law had not 
been passed lightly, and he had had 
people discussing it with him for the 
past year and a half. 


Mr. John Bullard spoke to the 
Council and said he had just come to see 
what the Council had to say about the 
matter. He pointed out he had never 
chained his dogs and had never had any 
trouble. 


Harry Boswell said he felt the 
Councif' was penalizing those who 
owned dogs, and that joggers should 
stay\in their own yard and not show off 
up and down the street. He said the 
Council was going to hear a lot more of 
this and ‘‘we are not going to let it stop 
here.”’ 


James Weeks told the Council the 
charee of $1S ner machine was unfair 


for Food Service as they only had their 
machines inside the plants they served, 
and part of the profits went to the 
company’s special funds. He explained 
that the additional machines needed to 
supply the demand in the short break 
periods also put a strain on Food 
Service. He pointed out that it would 
cost over $700 for them to buy the 
machine licenses, and this was higher 
than Dothan at $500. At the suggestion 
of Mayor English, the Council approved 
placing Food Service under general 
business where the license is based on 
gross with a maximum of $600. 


City Engineer Jim Williams report- 
ed progress on patching potholes in 
streets, cleaning of levee and clearing of 
ditches in Mulberry. He announced 
plans to sell some obsolete equipment 
at the city barn in January. 


Williams reported that inspectors 
from the Corps of Engineers had 
inspected the levee recently, and 
recommended that the trees be cut from 
the levee. A motion by Councilman 
Sonny Inman was approved by the 
Council, and allows Williams to sell the 
timber to the highest bidder. 


The Council approved ordinances 
that increase the garbage and sewage 
charges 75 cents and 50 cents. The 
increase went into effect December 1. 


Councilman David Stokes was asked 
to give recommendations on a recently- 
passed tobacco tax that had been 
strongly opposed by some wholesalers 
at the last meeting. Stokes said his 
committee recommended the Council 
not change the revenue measure, and 
the Council accept the recommendation.

as chairman of the airport committee, 
but said they had no recommendation 
on the three proposals for airport 
manager. A proposal for operation of a 
repair shop was discussed by the 
Council. They were told it would 
employ several people with a promise of 
future growth. The city would construct 
a $16,000 facility.and receive part of the 
revenue, The firm reported a large 
contract available to the firm for repairs 
of fleet aircraft. 


Inman reported the Beautification 
Committee was meeting with Auburn 
experts to discuss plans for improve- 
ments of the flowing well as‘ the first 
project.

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Elba Farmer Harvests Christmas Trees For Crop 


South Alabama summers aren't hot 
-- they're sweltering. Even in the shade 
it’s hard to beat the heat. . Just the 
same, when Jack Wise finds a shady 
spot among the trees growing on his 
farm, thoughts soon turn to Christmas. 


Although it may be 100 degrees in 
the shade, it somehow feels cooler when 
it's in the shade of the nearly 2,000 
Christmas trees Wise is grdwing on a 
two-acre plot next to his’ home on 
Highway 87. 


Wise is just one of a growing 
number of state farmers discovering the 
potential for Christmas trees as a new 
cash crop in Alabama. 


The thought of growing Christmas 
trees never crossed Wise’s mind until 
one day when he got a call from his son, 
Larry, who was living in Huntsville at 
the time. That phone call planted a 
seed in the back of his mind. 


“I thought Larry was kidding when 
he suggested we grow Christmas 
trees,’’ said Wise. But, Larry wasnt. 


Four years ago they put in two acres 
of Virginia Pines. It started on a trial 
and error basis. The first year, the pine 
top moth infested their crop and caused 
a lot of damage. But Wise and his son 
learned from their mistakes. 


The next year they added one more 
acre and started mowing and using 
chemicals to control weeds and grasses. 
They found out you have to mow too 
often, so they mostly use chemicals 
now. 


They started pruning the trees into 
shape and now prune twice a year. 
Using these methods and a lot of hard 
work, Wise has produced a beautiful 
crop. 


. There is a market for 400,000 trees 
in Alabama each Christmas, according 
to Extension forester; Dr. Fred Holemo. 
It’s Holemo’s hope that Alabama 
growers can soon take half the market, 
and eventually, Alabama may not have 
to bring in any out-of-state trees.

While we are moaning about the hard times, high taxes, cold 
weather, etc., we should be able to get some satisfaction out 
of the fact Alabama taxpayers are at the bottom of the ladder 
when it comes to the percent of our income we pay in taxes. . 
that includes our federal, state and local taxes added up and 
compared with those of taxpayers in other states! Studies 
indicate we kinda hit it hard on sales taxes, but skate home 
free on property taxes, and the combined figures show us in 
good shape and believe it or not, the same studies show the 
South with the highest standard of living in the nation. 


The above figures are not very impressive to folks who are 
having to borrow money these days with the prime interest 
rate jumping to 18'4% Tuesday, and with bankers privately 
expecting it to reach 20% in the next few weeks.

Dear Mr. Cox: 

As a lifetime resident ot 
Coffee County, residing in 
Elba, I want to relate to you 
the following incident which 
occured on Sunday morning, 
the 30th of November. 

My son, John C. Davis, 
Jr., along with Brian and 
Donna Jackson, a young 
married couple from Oak 
Ridge, Tennessee, who were 
unable to go to their respec- 
tive homes for the holiday 
spent Thanksgiving with me 
at my home. Johnny wanted 
me to make him some 
divinity for them to take back 
with them, and I had no 
pecans. My trees did nm 
bear any this year, so Johnny 
suggested they go to the 
courthouse square to pick 
some up. (I might add that he 
has done this for as long as 
he can remember, and he is 
now 23, and in this span of 
years no one has ever said 
anything to him about 
getting the pecans). He and 
his friends were picking up 
the pecans, and a Mr. Ross 
came along and told them 
that they could not pick up 
the pecans, and made them 
leave the pecans they had 
already picked up (a very 
small sack). He informed 
them that the pecans 
belonged to the county (that 
we already knew). At the 
same time, Johnny was 
picking up pecans, there 
were two guys from the jail 
picking them up also. Mr.

‘*Alabama State Troopers 
will work 52,670 overtime 
hours during the next eight 
months,’’ according to State 
Trooper Cpl. Jack Weekley 
for the Dothan Highway 
Patrol District. ‘‘These 
overtime hours will be 
worked in Traffic Patrol to 
enforce the 55 mile per hour 
laws of this state.”’ 

‘Funds for this overtime 
program, during which 
Trooper personne! will work 
on their normal off-duty 
days,"’ Weekley stated, 
‘‘was granted through the 
Office of Highway and 
Traffic Safety.’’ Beginning at 
the end of this week, extra 
hours will be spent patrolling 
rural highways throughout 
the state. Out goals for this 
overtime patrol program 
include an accident rate 
reduction of 10 percent, 60 
percent compliance with the 
55 MPH speed limit law as 
required under the Surface 
Transportation Assistance 
Act of 1978 and more 
contact with motorists on 
selected high accident fre- 
quency highway segments,”’ 
Weekley said. 


“There has been a 


reduction in traffic accidents: 


and deaths this year,”’ 
Weekley stated. ‘With this 
program to give extra atten- 
tion to high-accident high- 
ways and with the truck 
accident prevention program 
to give attention to violations 
which cause truck-related 
accidents, it is hoped that 
Alabama can continue to be 
one of the Nation’s leaders in 
creating safer driving condi- 
tions for all highway users by 
driving 55 MPH, don’t drink 
& drive, use seat belts, and 
child restraints."’

What Happened To Sin 


Sin is the most expensive 
thing in the world, forgiven 
or unforgiven, Forgiven, sin 
costs the life of our Lord 
Jesus Christ on the cross. 
Unforgiven, sin will cost a 
man eternal damnation in 
hell. Sin cannot be tolerated 
in any form, because it is 
heinous, criminal, and damn- 
ing, regardless of how inno- 
cent it may appear. 

We have arrived at a time 
in the church when men treat 
sin very lightly. They treat it 
with respect, but there is no 
such thing as respectable 
sin. The wise man informs 
us that ‘‘fools make a mock 
at sin’’ (Proverbs 14:9). 

What has happened to a 
people that no longer react 
against flagrant sins? The 
sins that once caused them to 
blush and become angered 
have now become their glory 
and their pride. In fact, the 
word ‘‘sin’’ is seldom heard 
in our society and rarely 
heard in many of our pulpits. 

Dr. Karl Menninger, one 


of America's leading psy- 
chiatrists. says, ‘‘The old 
religious word sin has almost 
disappeared from modern 
usage, but it remains a fact 
of the human condition that 
must be recognized.'' Men- 
ninger, in dealing with 
human guilt, depression, and 
emotional illness, has arrived 
at the conclusion that sin 
in most cases is the under- 
lying cause. Out constant 
association with legalized sin 
has broken down the resis- 
tance in the heart of many 
believers, and even church 
members have a distorted 
view of sin which has created 
a spirit of hopelessness. They 
have a tendency to ration- 
alize in terms of the degen- 
erate philosophies of our 
time. Our generation had 
endeavored to brush aside 
the fact of sin. Sin is looked 
upon as a disease or deviancy 
or social or psychological 
maladjustment.

ORDINANCE NO. 1980-5 
AN ORDINANCE AMEND- 
ING TAXATION ON USERS 
OF THE SANITARY SEWER 
SYSTEM OF THE CITY OF 
ELBA, ALABAMA 


WHEREAS, it is deemed 
expedient, appropriate and 
in the best interest of the 
City of Elba, Alabama, a 
municipal corporation, to in- 


crease the present rate of 
taxation on users of the 
Sanitary Sewer System 


(hereinafter called the ‘‘Sys- 
tem’’) of the City of Elba, 
Alabama; and 

WHEREAS, authority is 
specifically given by Section 
11-45-1 of the Code of 
Alabama, 1975, to the gov- 
erning bodies of municipal 
corporation to adopt ordin- 
ances and resolutions for the 
general welfare and pros- 
perity of the community; 

NOW, THEREFORE, the 
City of Elba, Alabama, in 
Common Counsel convened, 
ordains as follows: 

That the February 15, 
1968, Ordinance heretofore 
passed by the City Council of 
Elba, Alabama, imposing a 
tax on the users of the 
Sanitary Sewer System be 
amended to read as follows: 

AN ORDINANCE IM- 


POSING WATER AND 
SEWER FEES FOR USERS 
OF THE SANITARY SEWER 
SYSTEM. 

Sec. 1. That there is 
hereby imposed upon the 
Users of the Sanitary Sewer- 
age System a flat rate of four 
dollars ($4.00) per month for 
residential household users. 

Sec. 2 That there is 
hereby imposed upon the 
Users of the Sanitary Sewer- 
age System a rate of four 
dollars ($4.00) per month for 
commercial \ and industrial 
users, and in addition there- 
to, there is imposed a rate of 
twenty-five cents ($0.25) per 
1000 gallons of water after 
the minimum use of 3000 
gallons. 

Sec. 3. The fees herein 
assessed are due on'the first 
day of each month and if not 
paid on or before the 20th 
day of each month a penalty 
of five percent (5%) in 
addition thereto will be 
assessed as penalty for late 
payment. The same is to be 
paid over to, and received by 
the City Water and Electric 
Board, and the Sanitary 
Sewerage fee is to be re- 
mitted to the Clerk of the 
City of Elba and deposited by 
him for the use and benefit of 
said City. 

Sec. 4. In the event of 
the failure of any User to pay 
said charges as per the 
foregoing schedule, and if 
same shall be delinquent for 
two (2) successive months, 
the water service provided by 
said City shall be immediate- 
ly terminated. 

Sec. S. Said services 
shall be provided by the City 
upon application and pay- 
ment of any person desiring

the same upon a cash deposit 
in the amount of five dollars 
($5.00) to guarantee payment 
for said services, which sum 
shall be returned upon the 
termination of services if the 
User’s bill shall be current, if 
not, so much of the same 
shall be applied to the 
amount due from the User 
and the balance, if any, 
returned. Further, a tapping 
fee in the following amounts 
is imposed upon each User of 
said Sanitary Sewerage Sys- 
tem: 


4"’ Sewer Tap.......... $100.00 
6"’ Sewer Tap.......... $150.00 
8"’ Sewer Tap.......... $200.00 


It shall be the City's respon- 
sibility, when capacity will 
permit, to install and main- 
tain service lines to the 
User's property line, and it 
shall be the User's responsi- 
bility to install and maintain 
service lines from the pro- 
perty serviced to the City 
service line, 

It is the specific intention 
of the City Council of Elba, 
Alabama, that this Ordi- 
nance No. 1980-5 supersede 
any and all schedules of 
taxation hertofore levied 
upon the Users of the 
Sanitary Sewerage System.
